A spirit of genuine cooperation made Andover's first large 
scale air raid test a success, 


It was the first time the public was asked to participate in 
such an event and the response was most satisfying to the civil 
defense authorities. 


One of the main purposes of last Friday morning’s test was to 
get the people into the public shelters. Director Albert Cole Jr., 
wanted those who might be caught on the streets in the time of 
a real emergency, to learn where the shelters are and to become 
familiar with their means of entrance and egress. 


With the first rapid blasts of the waming whistles, pedes- 
trians made for the nearest shelters, banks and stores were 
closed, parked cars remained stationary at the curbs, and about 
the only thing moving in the business section was the through 
traffic on route 28 which was allowed to proceed without inter- 
ruption. 


Public shelters were well filled and the auxiliary police who 
visited them during the 12 minute ‘‘raid’’ were pleased to note 
that everybody observed all rules that apply to them.

Poor Promised Wealth 

Water so quickly evaporates that 
man-dug underground channels 
called ganats, a water system 
uniquely Persian, conserve streams 
bringing water to villages and 
farms. Unreliable wells and small- 
scale irrigation are inadequate for 
the requirements of agriculture. 

Grandiose schemes exist on 
paper for giant dams creating ir- 
rigation reservoirs. In 194] Teher- 
an hired an American scientist to 
advise on irrigation projects and 
artesian wells. In 1945 American 
experts drew plans for agricultural 
training programs. But various 
ministeries failed to fulfill prom- 
ised reforms. 

Because of the water shortage 
the nation can barely feed its 
hungry people a mere subsistence 
diet. They are mostly illiterate 
and are wracked by maleria and 
tuberculosis. Except for wealthy 
landowners and a small tradesman 
and professional class, Iranians 
are poverty-stricken, 

Universal want underlies the 
oil troubles, The poor have been 
told that once the government owns
